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Balloon bid organisers 
hold breath for record

ORGANISERS of a 100-strong hot 
air balloon world record attempt 
across the English Channel on 
Friday are nervously awaiting 
confirmation they have secured 
their place in the book of Guinness 
World Records. 

Some 100 balloons took off early 
on Friday in perfect conditions 
from Dover in a bid to beat the 
record of 49 previously set. 

With all balloons safely landing 
in northern France they more than 
doubled it. 

However, Guinness World 
Records say they had not been 
contacted by organisers - Datum 
RPO and Exclusive Balloons - be¬ 
fore they took off. 

A spokesman explained: “As the 
global authority on record 
breaking, we are aware of the 
record attempt for most hot air 
balloons to cross the English 
Channel from media reports but 
unfortunately the organisers have 
not made a formal application or 
been in direct contact with us. The 
current record to beat was 
achieved in the UK in April 2011 


and was a total of 49 balloons. 

“Without the formal application 
the organisers have not received 
the official guidelines which are 
the rules for the attempt. We have 
contacted the organisers and 
sponsors to advise them of the 
process as we would be keen to 
help support their endeavour, and 
if our adjudicators are satisfied 
with the required evidence, would 
love to ratify this achievement. 

“The organisers are free to apply 


online for this existing record title, 
and once this is received details will 
be provided to them on how to submit 
the required evidence retrospectively 
for our records management team to 
review and verify. “ 

However, it did not stop a quite 
remarkable spectacle as the 
multi-coloured balloons floated 
serenely across the busy port of 
Dover - shadowing cross-Channel 
ferries as they did so - against 
bright blue skies. 


Andrew Holly, operations 
director at Exclusive Ballooning 
siad: “I’m always asked about my 
favourite flights having flown for 
20 years all over the world. 

Without doubt, the Channel 
crossing flight in 2011 is my 
number one and the opportunity to 
repeat this was just too tempting. 

“Crossing one of the world’s 
busiest shipping lanes, in a hot air 
balloon is a unique and amazing 
experience.” 


Funeral of hero PC to take 
place in London on Monday 


‘Traumatic brain injury’ 
caused death of tragic 
charity pram race rider 


A DELIVERY driver who tragically 
died after taking part in a charity 
pram race on New Year’s Day, 
suffered a serious traumatic brain 
injury, an inquest was told this week. 

Francis O’Sullivan, 52, known to 
friends and family as ‘Titch’, died at 
King’s College Hospital in London on 
January 3 after falling from a pram 
during the annual race in Sutton 
Valence, near Maidstone. 

Assistant coroner Chris Morris 
told the inquest at The Archbishop’s 
Palace in the county town on 
Wednesday that the death of Mr 
O’Sullivan, of Turgis Close, Langley, 
was accidental, and a result of him 
sustaining injury to the brain. 

His sister, Jeanette, described Mr 
O’Sullivan as her “beautiful brother” 
while friends paid tribute to a 
“supreme character”. 

Some 500 people were in attend¬ 
ance for the event in January, which 
sees dozens of locals dress up in fancy 
dress as teams of three to raise 
money for charity. 


Two members of the team push the 
third member, named the ‘baby’, 
around the village course in a 
themed pram or go-kart, stopping to 
drink a half pint of beer at each of the 
pubs that line the route. 

Mr O’Sullivan was riding in a 
‘Spitfire’ pram pushed by friends 
dressed in pilots’ gear. 

The rules of the race dictate that at 
all times two team members must be 
pushing and must be in physical 
contact with the pram and the 
ground, no pushers are to ride on the 
pram, only the ‘baby’ who must 
remain in the pram at all times. 

The main race consists of one lap 
of the village circuit ‘dry’ and the 
second lap to be ‘wet’ - meaning a 
beer is to be drunk at all three pubs, 
the Queen’s Head, King’s Head and 
Clothworkers’ Arms - on the second 
lap. 

It is not yet known if the popular 
annual event will be staged again 
this year in the light of Mr 
O’Sullivan’s death. 


THE funeral of former Bromley

A service for his funeral will take 
place in Southwark Cathedral with 
a full police service, followed by a 
private cremation.

Craig David confirms extra 
show at Rochester Castle 
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Jail for gun club boss who evaded £1.3m taxes 


A MILLIONAIRE businessman, who failed to pay any 
tax on his earnings because he wasn’t a “paperwork 
person”, has been sentenced to four years for evading 
more than £1,3m in tax after he was investigated by HM 
Revenue and Customs (HMRC). 

Peter Duffield, 62, of Crofton Lane, Orpington, ran 
two profitable businesses - a 50-fleet haulage business 


in Essex and a shooting club in Dartford - but didn’t 
submit a single tax return on his earnings, including 
profits from the sale of three properties. 

The investigation found that gun-enthusiast Duffield 
had failed to declare his earnings despite his book¬ 
keeper and accountant urging him to do so. The judge 
said his evasion was “deliberate and dishonest”. 


Reckless has ‘soiled the 
nest' too badly to return 
to Tories, says politician

FORMER Rochester and Strood MP 
Mark Reckless will not be able to re¬ 
join the Conservatives because he 
“left the nest and soiled it too badly” 
according to a Kent MP. 

Mr Reckless sensationally quit the 
Tories in September 2014, forcing a 
by-election in Medway, which he then 
won for Ukip. However, he lost it at the 
general election six months later. 

Then parachuted into the Welsh 
Assembly, this week he confirmed he 
was defecting from Ukip to stand as 
an independent representative. 

Significantly, however, he has said 
he will vote with the Conservative 
group, thus easing them ahead of 
Plaid Cymru as the main opposition 
in the assembly to Labour. 

It is the latest big blow to Ukip af¬ 
ter its only MP, Clacton’s Douglas 
Carswell, confirmed he was resign¬ 
ing from the party to also stand as 
an independent. He too had previ¬ 
ously served as a Tory.

But Mr Reckless’ volte face did not 
impress all Tories. 

South Thanet’s Craig Mackinlay, 
who was a Medway councillor when 
Mr Reckless served as Rochester MP, 
told KoS: “Like Douglas Carswell be¬ 


fore him, they left the nest and soiled 
it very badly and that will take a lot 
of cleansing. 

“He was my MP and the area 
fought very hard for him to win. 

“It’s never going to be clean when 
you break away but the way it was 
done with Mark was very messy and I’d 
say him coming back looks practically 
impossible for a long period of time.” 

Mr Reckless defection to Ukip was 
one of the great kept secrets in recent 
years - stunning observers. 

Explaining his decision, Mr Reck¬ 
less said: “I leave Ukip positively, hav¬ 
ing achieved our joint aim, a success¬ 
ful referendum to leave the EU. 

“For me it is job done now that Ar¬ 
ticle 50 has been triggered. 

“I campaigned all my adult life for 
us to leave the EU. Now we are, un¬ 
der a Conservative government. I 
support Theresa May, and her team 
of Brexit ministers, to deliver. 

“She has been steadfast in her po¬ 
sition to deliver on the wishes of the 
people, building a united country 
that works for everyone and not just 
the privileged few.”

City named county's

CANTERBURY has been named the number one 
commuter town in Kent in a report by a property 
investment firm. 

Research in Vivo Property Buyers’ regional 
commuter town series took into consideration key 
factors that are important to potential commuters 
such as housing affordability commute length and 
annual train prices, as well as general quality of life. 

Despite the likes of Sevenoaks, Dartford and 
Gravesend offering slightly shorter trips into the 
capital, London city dwellers are increasingly 
being drawn to the cathedral city, the survey 
found. 

Jantiene Sobry of Vivo Property Buyers said: 
“There’s a great cultural vibe making moving out 
of London an easier transition. 

“Taking just under an hour to get into the capital 
it’s easy to commute.” 

High speed rail services make it about an hour 
to London while average house prices are half of 
London’s. 


Drug smuggler jailed 
for huge cocaine haul 

A FISHING boat skipper who tried to smuggle more 
than £80 million of cocaine into the UK, using a boat 
he bought in Whitstable, has been jailed for 16 years. 

The haul, weighing 939kg and up to 70 per cent 
pure, was the biggest single seizure of cocaine in the 
country last year. 

Michael McDermott, 68, from Waterford, Ireland, 
was convicted of drug importation offences following 
a week-long trial at Bristol Crown Court. 

His shipmates David Pleasants, 57, of Peppercorn 
Walk, Grimsby, and Gerald Van de Kooij, 27, of 
Amersfoort, Netherlands, previously admitted the 
offences. 

All three were arrested by the National Crime 
Agency (NCA) and Border Force officers on 
August 18 last year. 

Mark Harding, senior investigating officer from 
the NCA’s border investigation team, said: 
“Michael McDermott used his specialist skills as a 
sailor to attempt to evade border controls. We pro¬ 
vided solid evidence that led to his conviction.” 


College 'back from 
the brink' with report 

THE Hadlow Group has hailed its latest Ofsted report 
for its West Kent and Ashford colleges - despite still 
being branded ‘requires improvement’. 

The two colleges were part of the K College 
empire which imploded under millions of pounds 
worth of debt and taken over by Hadlow in 2014. 

K College’s last inspection was ‘inadequate’. 

Paul Hannan, group principal and CEO of group, 
said: ‘ ‘It was never going to be an easy undertaking to 
acquire a Grade 4 college and turn it around in a 
two-year period. 

1 ‘Bringing an institution back from the brink is not 
easy-the scale of the challenge is considerable and 
it has taken a huge team effort to make the journey 
from Grade 4 to Grade 3. 

' We had effectively been shackled with a judg¬ 
ment on the past, a judgement on a previous 
administration, which had no bearing on the 
standards we see being upheld here day-to-day.’ ’

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MP’s fury as Lloyds confirms 
closure of four county outlets

PLANS to close four branches of Lloyds Bank 
across Kent have left a county MP “appalled”. 

The banking giant is set to shut 100 
branches of Lloyds, Halifax and Royal Bank 
of Scotland, including high street premises 
in Broadstairs, Hawkhurst, New Ash Green 
and Tenterden. 

South Thanet MP Craig Mackinlay has hit 
out against the closure in his constituency, 
which comes barely four months after Nat- 
west bosses announced its branch in Broad¬ 
stairs would close this year. 

He said: “I’m appalled Lloyds is planning 
to close its Broadstairs branch in July. Is it 
not now time for different banks to utilise 
single premises?” 

Mr Mackinlay has also voiced concerns 
about the impact on local firms, which was 
echoed by the Federation for Small Businesses. 

Chairman Mike Cherry said: “It is very 
worrying to see yet more local bank branch¬ 
es being shut down, leaving small business 
customers without the services they rely on. 

“Cash still remains an important element 
of many small firms and it needs to be banked 
at the end of the day. 

“For some small businesses online bank¬ 
ing is not always a viable substitute, not least 


because of poor broadband coverage in 
many rural areas. While there are moves by 
some banks to allow basic services to be ac¬ 
cessed in Post Office branches, the Post Office 
is not yet able to step in as an alternative 
with full business services.” 

A Lloyds spokesman said the group’s retail 
division was cutting 325 jobs as part of pre¬ 
viously announced reductions under a man¬ 
agement restructuring, while 96 new roles 
will be created. 

The 100 branches will close between July 


and October, part of some 200 closures an¬ 
nounced last summer. 

“These branch closures - previously an¬ 
nounced in July 2016 - are in response to 
changing customer behaviour, and the re¬ 
duced number of transactions being made 
in branches,” said the spokesman. 

“Our branches will continue to play a vi¬ 
tal role in our multi-channel approach to 
meeting the full range of customer needs, 
and we expect to continue to have the big¬ 
gest branch network in the UK.” 


Lock on river to get 
£3m refurbishment 

THE Environment Agnecy has confirmed it is to 
spend £3m on a lock on the River Medway. 

The investment will fund the first works on East 
Farleigh Lock in more than a century in the hope 
it will guarantee the structure for the next 80 to 
100 years. 

Reopening of the lock has now been delayed 
until the end of June after a structural weakness 
was discovered in one of the lock walls. 

Ambulances hit by 
mindless vandals 

TWO ambulances were forced out of service for 
18 hours after being vandalised in Ramsgate. 

Rear windows of two parked in Haine Road in 
the early hours were smashed. Nothing was 
stolen. A spokesman said: “This was a mindless 
act made even more dangerous given the current 
demand pressures we are under.”

Duo who poured boiling 
water over victims jailed 


TWO “barbaric” burglars who 
tied up a married couple and 
poured boiling water over their 
heads have each been handed 
three life sentences. 

Kacey Adams, 34, and Daniel 
Wallace, 33, smashed their way 
into the Halstead bungalow of 
John Buswell, 66, as he 
watched TV and his wife Janis, 
64, knitted clothes for her 
expected great-grandchild. 

The intruders used cable ties 
to tie up the couple and 
subjected them to almost two 
hours of torture to demand the 
codes to their safes. The court 
heard the two defendants 
poured kettles of boiling water 
over both victims. 

Judge Charles Gratwicke, 
sentencing at Chelmsford Crown 
Court this week, described both 
men as “highly dangerous, 


ruthless professional criminals 
prepared to use serious vio¬ 
lence” to further their aims. 

Both men admitted aggra¬ 
vated burglary and causing 
grievous bodily harm with 
intent at an earlier hearing at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

They were also sentenced for 
a tit-for-tat drive-by shooting 
after they were found guilty of 
conspiracy to murder following 
an earlier trial. 

Adams, from Ilford, and 
Wallace, of no fixed address, 
were both sentenced to three 
life sentences, with a minimum 
jail term of 12-and-a-half years 
for conspiracy to murder, and 
seven-and-a-half years for both 
aggravated burglary and 
causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent. All sentences will 
be served concurrently.

BOOST: Chiefs describe the year as “truly remarkable” with 600 homes built or under construction this year

A YEAR on from when La¬ 
bour leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn mocked the speed of 
development at Ebbsfleet 
Garden City in parlia¬ 
ment, bosses this week announced 
more than 600 homes have been 
started in the last 12 months. 

Ebbsfleet Development Corporation 
(EDC), which was set up to help in¬ 
crease the pace of delivery of homes in 
the garden city, saw 614 homes being 
started over the last year - with 90 per 
cent of purchases snapped up with the 
government’s Help to Buy scheme. 

The EDC has recently secured mil¬ 
lions in government funding for vital 
infrastructure, 

In addition to homes, the city’s first 
primary school, Cherry Orchard, will 
open in September, just 18 months 
after being given planning permis¬ 
sion, and work will start in the sum¬ 
mer on a new £12m bridge linking 
Springhead Park with Ebbsfleet Inter¬ 
national Station, as well as a series of 
new walkways and cycleways across 
the Garden City. 

Paul Spooner, interim chief execu¬ 
tive of EDC, described it as “a truly 
remarkable year”. He added: “Com¬ 
pare this to the previous year when 
there was just 60 starts on site and 


you see a picture of rapid develop¬ 
ment taking shape. 

“Our private partner housing devel¬ 
opers tells us that interest in the Garden 
City is incredibly strong and sales have 
been buoyed by the Help to Buy scheme 
which is giving younger people a real 
step up on the property ladder. 

“Much of the success of Ebbsfleet 
Garden City is down to its location 


and the rail link that can get you into 
central London in just 17 minutes 
and developers report that people 
from around Kent who work in Lon¬ 
don now see this as a prime destina¬ 
tion to live, especially with the wide 
range of housing on offer. 

“With our commitment to forward 
fund essential infrastructure our de¬ 
velopment partners are confident of 


delivering 5,100 new homes in Ebbs¬ 
fleet Garden City by 2021 as we head 
to the overall target of up to 15,000.” 

Labour leader Mr Corbyn famously 
said last year: “They’ve made 30 Ebbsfleet 
announcements and they’ve managed to 
build 368 homes - it’s 12 homes for every 
press release. We need, obviously, a vast 
increase in press releases in order to get 
any homes built in Ebbsfleet.”

Landlord claims MP asked him 
to stand for Tories as police chief 

EXCLUSIVE: A week after admitting he banned “coloured” tenants, fearing they’d make his homes 
“stink of curry” Fergus Wilson tells Tom Pyman Tory HQ blocked a bid for him to stand as candidate 


U NDER-FIRE landlord Fer¬ 
gus Wilson has sensa¬ 
tionally claimed he was 
asked to stand for the 
Conservatives in last 
year’s police and crime commissioner 
election by a Kent MP. 

The property tycoon, who has 
faced a barrage of criticism recently 
after imposing a ban on “coloured” 
tenants, fearing they would make his 
homes “stink of curry”, claims he was 
urged to represent the Tories by 
Maidstone and the Weald MP Helen 
Grant. 

Mr Wilson, 70, who lives in 
Boughton Monchelsea in the MP’s 
constituency, says the pair met at an 
event at Maidstone Business Club on 
November 15, 2015, when Mrs Grant 
urged him to stand for the £85,000-a- 
year role under the party banner. 

It is then claimed bosses at Con¬ 
servative HQ didn’t want the contro¬ 
versial millionaire to stand as candi¬ 
date and tactically “parachuted in” 
eventual winner Matthew Scott, who 
was working in the office of Bexley- 
heath and Cray ford MP David Even- 
nett, in a similar move to the selec¬ 
tion of Craig Mackinlay to rival Nigel 
Farage for the South Thanet seat in 
the 2015 general election. 

Subsequently, Mr Wilson, though a 
member of the Conservatives, decided 
to stand as an independent candidate 
in the vote last May. 

But there were question marks over 


Mr Wilson’s eligibility to stand, with 
Electoral Commission guidance stat¬ 
ing potential candidates cannot 
stand for election if, on the day of 
nomination, and on polling day, they 
have ever been convicted of an im- 
prisonable offence. 

Mr Wilson was convicted of assault 
by beating after hitting an estate 
agent in Folkestone in 2013, though 
said he had been given advice claim¬ 
ing he could stand after all, as his 
conviction did not carry a sentencing 
of more than a year in prison. 

However, he was ultimately barred 
from the race when his nomination 
papers were rejected by the electoral 
returning officer Nadeem Aziz of Do¬ 
ver District Council. 

The rules claim that the poll card 
numbers and signatures of 100 regis¬ 
tered electors must be submitted by 
hand, which Mr Wilson failed to do in 
time. 

He then applied for a judicial re¬ 
view at the High Court, but a ruling 
was made in favour of the council. 

As a result, Mr Wilson revealed he 
was ordered to pay some £20,000 in 
costs, although the council was also 
required to find £6,000. 

The landlord told us this week he is 
still fighting against the decision in 
European courts, but said “I don’t 
want a re-run of the election”. 

Mrs Grant has distanced herself 
from the property mogul’s claims.

sion to stand for the position of PCC,” 
she told us. 

“I do recall Mr Wilson telling me of 
his decision to stand whilst also ex¬ 
pressing his belief that the Conserva¬ 
tive Party would not have him as 
their candidate. 

“I had no involvement in the proc¬ 
ess at all.” 

Conservative headquarters failed 
to reply when contacted for a re¬ 
sponse to Mr Wilson’s claims several 
times by KoS this week. 

Meanwhile, in response to Mr Wil¬ 
son’s comments last week, anti-racist 
activists at Socialist Worker delivered 
curries to his home and business ad¬ 
dresses in the county. 

The landlord said the controversy 
started when he bought a house in 


Ashford at a discounted price because 
of a strong smell of curry. 

He then bought another house 
nearby but said a mixed-race family 
left the house smelling of curry at the 
end of their tenancy, so imposed the 
ban “because I did not care to repeat 
the experiences of before”. 

Mr Wilson has also come under fire 
for previous tenancy policies in which 
he has banned single mums, battered 
wives, plumbers and low income 
earners from renting his homes in the 
recent past. 

In a video posted on YouTube, the 
activists said: “While some want to 
take us back to the days when land¬ 
lords hung signs on their windows 
saying ‘no blacks, no dogs, no Irish’ 
we’re here at his business address to 
deliver Britain’s favourite dish - curry. 

“Let’s hope the smell sticks but it’s 
unlikely to mask over the smell of big¬ 
otry.” 

Along with the meals, the cam¬ 
paigners left a note reading: “Dear 
Fergus, we’re sorry we missed you, 
we hope you enjoy these curries.” 

Mr Wilson confirmed he had re¬ 
ceived the curries, but as he told KoS 
last week, would not be eating them 
because “it gives me a tummy ache”. 

Instead, they are currently sitting 
in his fridge, though the millionaire 
insists he will find someone to eat his 
gifts. 

The video also shows two guard 
dogs barking as the campaigners ap¬ 


proached the landlord’s property. 

“It was a silly thing to do because 
my dogs can easily scale the fence,” 
joked Mr Wilson, who has emphati¬ 
cally denied accusations of racism. 

“I don’t train them to attack col¬ 
oured people, but I don’t think there’s 
been a coloured person walk down 
here in 30 years. 

“It’s a very predominently white 
part of Kent. 

“They should have made an ap¬ 
pointment rather than cold-calling, 
because I would have been happy to 
talk to them.” 

Mr Wilson also revealed he had in¬ 
volved Kent Police after receiving 
“abusive” Facebook messages and 
posts that show doctored images of 
himself and his wife Judith holding 
up property boards. 

“One of them said ‘I am a racist 
c***’,” Mr Wilson told KoS. 

He added: “I may be a c*** but I’m 
not a racist c***. 

“A number of people make com¬ 
ments likening myself to Donald 
Trump, but he has been impersonat¬ 
ing me, not the other way around. 

“If they want to make a compari¬ 
son, that’s alright, but then they say 
rather silly things.” 

The police said it was aware of the 
issue and will be working to establish 
if any offences have taken place. 

There have also been legal threats 
made to Mr Wilson over his rules con¬ 
cerning tenants. 
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‘Incident has ruined our lives’ 
say family after toddler mauled 

Community still stunned after dog shot dead after it attacked a child in Chatham this week, as an 
animal charity says those who choose aggressive dogs as ‘living weapons’ are adding to problems

DOG owners who use their pets as 
“living weapons” to create a “macho 
image” have been slammed by an 
animal rights charity after a toddler 
was mauled in Chatham this week. 

A young girl was left hospitalised 
with serious, but not life-threatening, 
injuries on Tuesday night having 
been attacked in the Jenkins Dale 
area of the Medway town. 

At the time of going to press, Kent 
Police had released three people - a 
man, a woman and a teenager - that 
officers had arrested in connection 
with the attack. 

Following the incident, the dog was 
shot, and the fallout has led to ques¬ 
tions about how such an attack took 
place and what can be done to pre¬ 
vent similar tragedies in future, as it 
came just two days after armed 
police shot dead two pitbull-type dogs 
that attacked a man and woman in 
the street in Bolton, Greater Man¬ 
chester. 

Elisa Allen, director of People for 
the Ethical Treatment of Animals 
(PETA) Foundation, told KoS she un¬ 
derstood the decision to kill the dog, 
and insisted animals’ behaviour of¬ 
ten stems from the culture in which it 
has been raised. 

“It takes a great deal of commit¬ 
ment, time, and money to care for an 
animal companion properly,” she 
said. 

“Anyone who isn’t prepared to 
make such an investment - and that 
includes neutering and socialising 
the animal - is not a suitable guardi¬ 
an for a dog. 

“Each case should be examined in¬ 
dividually, but we often find that a 
dog’s aggressive behaviour has been 
caused by the manner in which that 
animal has been bred, kept, and 
treated. 

“Also, almost without exception, 
those who seek out large or ‘fighting’ 
breeds are attracted to the macho im¬ 
age of using dogs as living weapons 
and therefore encourage them to 
show aggressive tendencies. 

“These animals are often not treat¬ 
ed as beloved companions and in¬ 
stead are beaten, goaded, teased, 
smacked, starved, or even trained to 
attack humans and other animals. 


“Even when not trained to fight, 
they have often been abused by 
breeders as puppies, so those who 
later end up with good families may 
nevertheless behave aggressively, 
particularly towards people they 
don’t know, out of anxiety. 

“Humane options - such as using a 
cage, trap, or a looped control stick - 
should be attempted and exhausted 
before guns are drawn, if there’s suf¬ 
ficient time. 

“However, if the life of a citizen or 
an officer is truly in jeopardy, the use 
of deadly force is understandable.” 

Police have not formally revealed 
the identity of the victim, whose par¬ 
ents released a statement earlier this 
week, praising the response of officers 
and paramedics on the scene. 

“We would like to thank all the 
emergency services and others who 
helped our daughter by giving first 


aid at the scene,” they said. 

“We are also grateful for the con¬ 
tinued support of the hospital where 
she is being treated. 

“The incident has ruined our lives 
and the lives of our two children. 

“We ask that people now respect 
our privacy and give us time to focus 
on the wellbeing of our family.” 

As they continue their investiga¬ 
tion, the force is encouraging anyone 
who may have witnessed the incident 
and filmed it on their phone to con¬ 
tact them - and not to upload it onto 
social media. 

One man wrote on Facebook: “Per¬ 
sonally knowing the family and the 
child involved and seeing the after- 
math of such an event has shocked 
me. 

“Hoping the little girl, which I will 
not name, is OK and is in the best pos¬ 
sible care. I’m with the sister now 


who is shocked and shaken.” 

Jaspreet Uppal, who lives nearby, 
said: “First I heard a gunshot, there 
was a dog on the floor. 

“A few officers carried out a child 
from the back area of the flats. 

“There is a little park there. I could 
not see the child, they were covered. I 
think they were quite small.” 

Medway councillor for the 
Chatham Central ward, Vince Maple, 
told KoS: “It’s a quiet area of my ward 
so I was quite surprised when I heard 
about it. 

“Obviously my thoughts are with 
the young girl and her family - hope¬ 
fully she will pull through. 

“It’s a very difficult time for the 
community at large.” 

On whether there needs to be a 
touger crackdown on dangerous 
dogs, Cllr Maple said: “It’s about re¬ 
sponsible owners and of course there 


are lessons to be learned from upset¬ 
ting incidents like this. 

“Generally, I would be concerned if 
aggressive dogs were not kept in a 
safe and secure manner. 

“Upsetting incidents like this will 
heighten awareness and we will see 
more dogs than ever on leads and be¬ 
ing controlled.” 

Local MP Tracey Crouch added: 
“Horrible news from Chatham. My 
thoughts and prayers are with the 
child and their family.” 

Enquiries are ongoing to establish 
the breed of the dog which will in¬ 
clude a necropsy (post mortem) and 
an expert’s view.

WHAT ARE THE LAWS ON DANGEROUS DOGS? 

FUNDAMENTALLY, it is against 
the law to let any dog be 'danger¬ 
ously out of control’ in a public 
place, a private place such as a 
neighbour’s house or garden or 
in the owner’s home. 

The government defines a dog 
as ‘dangerously out of control’ if it 
injures someone or makes 
someone worried that it might 

injure them. 

A court could also decide that 
your dog is dangerously out of 
control if it attacks someone’s 
animal or the owner of an animal 
thinks they could be injured if 
they tried to stop the dog attack¬ 
ing their animal. 

Legally, a farmer is allowed to 
kill the dog if it’s worrying their 

livestock. 

It is also against the law to own 
certain types of dogs, including 
the Pit Bull Terrier, Japanese 

Tosa, Dogo Argentino or Fila 
Brasiliero 

It’s also against the law to sell, 
abandon, give away or breed 
from a banned dog. 

Owners with 'dangerously out 

of control’ dogs can be slapped 
with an unlimited fine, or be sent 
to prison for up to six months, or 
both. 

A ban on being allowed to own 
a dog in the future may also 
apply. 

Owners who let their dog injure 
someone can result in a prison 
sentence of five years, and if 

deliberately used to injure, a 
charge of 'malicious wounding’ 
could apply. 

Ordering the dog to kill 
someone can result in a 

14-year prison sentence, while 
allowing the dog to injure an 
assistance dog, such as a guide 
dog, could lead to a three-year 
jail term.

Ukip could face 
‘total wipeout’, 
claims MP, in 
poll countdown 

In the first in a series of articles leading up to 
the county elections on May 4, we look at how 
Ukip could perform. Currently the opposition at 
County Hall, a series of blows since the EU vote 
have left many claiming they are a spent force.

U KIP’S time in the spotlight could 
be over, according to an MP who 
has claimed the party could suffer 
“an absolute wipeout” of its seats 
on Kent County Council in next 
month’s election. 

Questions have again been raised this week 
on the future of the party, with former Roches¬ 
ter and Strood MP Mark Reckless quitting the 
party in the Welsh Assembly and standing in¬ 
stead as a Tory-voting independent. 

It is the latest controversy in a turbulent 
nine months for Ukip since the EU referendum, 
which has also seen the defections of its only 
MP, Douglas Carswell, and former Rochester 
schoolgirl Diane James, who led the party for a 
total of 18 days last year. 

Elsewhere, current leader Paul Nuttall has 
been widely derided for making false claims he 
had lost close friends in the Hillsborough trag¬ 
edy, and was unsuccessful when he stood in a 
by-election in Stoke-on-Trent in February. 

Not to mention the infamous “handbags in 
Strasbourg” which left MEP Steven Woolfe 
hospitalised. 

The party has descended into something of 
a farce, and having played its role in ensuring 


Britain voted to leave the European Union last 
June, many question what exactly it has to of¬ 
fer voters going forward. 

Kent has been something of a hotbed for 
Ukip voters though, after winning an impres¬ 
sive and unexpected 17 seats on the county 
council in 2013, to become the main party of 
opposition to the Conservatives. 

When Mr Reckless swept to victory in a by- 
election in 2014 he became only the party’s 
second ever MP - albeit for barely six months 
as Conservative Kelly Tolhurst was victorious 
in the subsequent general election. 

And in Thanet in 2015 it won control of its 
first ever council in the country shortly after 
then-leader Nigel Farage was beaten in his 
seventh attempt to win a seat in the House of 
Commons. 

But even that victory has been overshad¬ 
owed by controversy, with Ukip temporarily 
losing its majority in the council chamber, as 
pressure grows on leader Chris Wells for alleg¬ 
edly reneging on a pre-election promise to re¬ 
open Manston Airport - a promise Cllr Wells 
has repeatedly denied. 

One of the founding fathers of Ukip was cur¬ 
rent Tory MP for South Thanet, Craig Mackin- 
lay, who told KoS the morning after the refer¬ 
endum last year that he felt “the reason for 
their existence has now gone”.

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He also claimed he wouldn’t rule out defec¬ 
tions from Ukip back towards his party. Few 
would bet against Mark Reckless one day being 
allowed back into the Tory fold. 

Speaking to us again this week, Mr Mackin- 
lay admitted he could not forsee a repeat of its 


performance in 2013 and struggled to see what 
appeal it had left for voters in the county. 

“Ukip had a purpose to get Britain out of the 
European Union and it can be proud to have 
been part of that team, but it’s a bit like Ronseal 
- it does what it says on the tin,” he said. 


“What other policy have they got that you 
could put your finger on? 

“I guess they have a purpose of not being any 
of the others, but they have no policies that are 
a USP [unique selling point] that anybody could 
recognise because their primary purpose has 


been fulfilled. 

“Beyond being an ‘I’m annoyed’ party, the 
electorate need to ask what they’re doing for 
them.

“The KCC elections could be an ab¬ 
solute wipe out, leaving them with a 
very, very small handful of seats or 
maybe even none at all. 

“Labour could well lose a couple 
and there might be a slight resur¬ 
gence of the Lib Dems but the Con¬ 
servatives will have a very successful 
election, I’m sure.” 

Responding to Mr Mackinlay’s 
comments, and referencing the fine 
the Tories were slapped with last 
month for “understating” election 
spending, Cllr Wells said: “I am inter¬ 
ested in how he does his sums.” 

An investigation was also launched 
by the Electoral Commission last year 
into whether Ukip accepted “imper¬ 
missible donations” from the Alliance 
for Direct Democracy in Europe 
(ADDE). 

An audit found the ADDE financed 
polling in the UK between February 
and December last year, including 
pre-election surveys in South Thanet. 

Both Mr Farage and Cllr Wells have 
dismissed any suggestion of wrong¬ 
doing, and the party appears confi-

dent of a by-election being triggered 
in South Thanet over the spending 
row, having already opened nomina¬ 
tions for candidates. 

Mr Farage has said on a number of 
occasions he would “probably” stand 
again, should any such vote occur. 

Cllr Wells, who will be standing 
himself in the Cliftonville ward on 
May 4, along with a further 68 party 
candidates across the county, said he 
did not anticipate Mr Reckless’ depar¬ 
ture to have much of an impact on 
voters in Kent. 

However, the district council lead¬ 
er, who has previously described his 
party as “the biggest threat on Earth”, 
did admit some frustration over 
events in recent weeks. 

“On behalf of all the Ukippers who 
work hard every day to deliver the 
services that our residents want, I 
would simply say the quicker our cen¬ 
tral party sorts itself out and works 
out who is doing what, the easier life 
will be,” he said. “You would not find 
candidates who are harder-working 
or more in-tune to residents’ wishes 
than those in Thanet.” 


KENT has a three-tier system of 
local government: at the bottom 
are town and parishes, then there 
are 12 district and borough 
councils and on top of them all, 
one large county council. 

These authorities all have 
different powers and responsibili¬ 
ties, with KCC being the biggest, 
and in control of things like 
education, transport and social 
services across the county, while it 
also sets the level of council tax 
we pay. 

At this election, voters will 
choose a total of 81 councillors, 
down from 84 following a bound¬ 
ary review, to represent their own 
area of Kent. 

Medway Council, however, is a 
unitary authority and completely 
independent from KCC, so no 


councillors will be elected from 
that area of the county on the day. 

Voters in Medway will not take 
to the polls until May 2019. 

The Conservative Party 
currently governs KCC, as it has 
done for as long as many of us can 
remember, and has been led by 
Paul Carter since 2005. 

Labour, the Liberal Democrats 
and the Green Party are also 
represented on the council on a 
smaller scale. 

Councillors are elected using 
the first past the post system, 
much like how MPs are chosen in 
general elections. 

In most areas, you vote for one 
candidate and the candidate with 
the most votes is elected. 

However in nine areas (Birch- 
ington and Rural, Deal and 


Walmer, Dover Town, Gravesend 
East, Maidstone Central, North- 
fleet and Gravesend West, 
Ramsgate, Sheppey and Ton- 
bridge) , you can vote for two 
candidates and the two candi¬ 
dates with the most votes are 
elected. 

This week, parties across the 
county - including Sandi Toksvig’s 
Women’s Equality Party, the 
Official Monster Raving Loony 
Party and the BNP - put forward a 
total of 393 candidates for the 81 
posts. 

The party which reaches the 
majority figure of 41 seats will then 
govern the council for the next 
four years. 

Polling stations will be open 
from 7am until 10pm on Thursday, 
May 4.

Southeastern hint at extra trains 
as commuters list their demands 


Rail firm faces a fight on its hands to retain the south eastern franchise amid mounting concerns

PASSENGERS in Kent and south east 
London are demanding more punctu¬ 
al, reliable services with enough room 
to sit and stand, according to an inde¬ 
pendent transport watchdog survey. 

A consultation was launched last 
month into the new south eastern 
rail franchise, due to start in 2018. 

Watchdog Transport Focus has 
compiled research from commuters in 
the region, in which they made a 
number of demands, including the 
need for the next franchise operator to 
deal with delays more effectively than 
the current operator, Southeastern. 

According to the research, off-peak 
passengers are calling for cleaner, 
more comfortable trains, improved 
facilities at stations and visible, help¬ 
ful and empowered staff. 

With commuters making up two- 
thirds of the demand, and most trav¬ 
elling into London in peak hours, 
Transport Focus says it is eager to see 
how future bidders for the franchise 
deal with passengers’ concerns about 
getting a seat. 

Commuters in London and the 
south east, who face particular chal¬ 
lenges just getting on to trains, say 
their main concern is space to board 
the train and sit or stand in safety and 
comfort. 

While high speed passengers per¬ 
ceive their service as a premium 
product they expect to see improve¬ 
ments like wi-fi included as part of the 
service. 

Providing an adequate number of 


carriages with a layout that meets the 
range of needs of all passengers trav¬ 
elling across the south eastern net¬ 
work is also an important require¬ 
ment for the new franchise, the 
research claims. 

Transport Focus chief executive, 
Anthony Smith, said: “Time and time 
again Southeastern passengers tell 
us they want to see trains running 
more reliably. 

“Passengers are frustrated with the 
lack of quality, accurate information 
during disruption to services. When 
things go wrong passengers want 
better information. 

“They want the company to take 
ownership and staff to be able to pro¬ 
vide help and assistance. 

“They want answers to how long 
will the delay last? When will the 
next train run? What alternatives are 
there? We welcome the secretary of 
state for transport’s ambition set out 
in the recent consultation. 

“As with other franchises, we will 
be looking for innovation in modern 
ways to buy tickets and improved 
compensation when things go wrong. 

“This is a great opportunity to 
boost the quality of Southeastern 
passengers’ experience of their rail¬ 
way.” 

David Wornham, passenger serv¬ 
ices director at current franchise 
holder Southeastern said in response: 
“We’ve listened to what both Trans¬ 
port Focus and our passengers have 
told us and are investing over £70m 
in improvements in the areas that 
they said matter the most. 

“So far we’ve deep cleaned all of our 


trains and refreshed the carpets, and 
we’ve cleaned and repainted all of our 
stations. 

“We’ve spent £2m so that all of our 
stations have a ticket vending ma¬ 
chine, and £500,000 has been in¬ 
vested in new digital information 
screens. 

“Tablets have been given to our 
frontline staff so that they have real¬ 
time information at their fingertips 
for when disruption happens - and 
when it doesn’t - and there are now 
300 more of them out on the network 
to help our passengers. 

“And our latest National Rail Pas¬ 
senger Survey results reflect these in¬ 
vestments with overall passenger sat¬ 
isfaction now at 77 per cent - a seven 
per cent increase since last June - and 
overall satisfaction with our stations 
rising from 70 per cent to 78 per cent. 

“We’ve seen a 40 per cent growth 
in passengers since 2006 and we 
know crowding is an issue. 

“We are working with the govern¬ 
ment on a proposal to bring addition¬ 
al trains to our network sooner, rath¬ 
er than wait until the new contract 
starts at the end of 2018, and we are 
hopeful for a positive response. 

“We know there is still more to do 
and we’re finding new ways to work 
with our industry partners to better 
the services our passengers receive. 

“We’re working closely with Net¬ 
work Rail to improve performance 
and reduce delays and our joint per¬ 
formance team are working together 
to ensure our trains run on time.” 

Southeastern has confirmed it will 
be bidding for the next franchise and

is likely to be the hot favourite to re¬ 
tain it when a decision is made next 
summer. 

Though only launched last month, 
the consultation has already come 
under intense criticism. 

One part of the document proposed 
that trains from north Kent and Bex- 
leyheath run only to Cannon Street. 

More than 16,000 people have al¬ 
ready signed a petition urging the 
government not to cut services to 
Charing Cross and Victoria, saying 
the plans would make the lives of pas¬ 
sengers “a misery”. 

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson de¬ 
scribed the proposals as “unaccepta¬ 
ble”. 

He said: “We are seeing hundreds 
of new homes being built in Dartford 
every year and therefore we need in¬ 
vestment in infrastructure and not 


reductions. 

“If these changes were to take 
place, then hundreds of Dartford 
commuters would be expected to 
travel to Cannon Street and then find 
a way of travelling to the part of Lon¬ 
don they actually want to go to, plac¬ 
ing extra strain on existing services 
and extra cost to passengers. 

“The changes at London Bridge 
have caused enough problems with¬ 
out there being a drastic reduction in 
the locations you can travel to in Lon¬ 
don from Dartford. 

“I met with the rail minister last 
week to express my disdain at this 
idea. He said this issue is very much 
an idea for discussion, not a govern¬ 
ment policy, and indicated there is no 
set intention to reduce the number of 
destinations served by Dartford sta¬ 
tion. 

“However, I know this issue is 
causing huge anxiety to local com¬ 
muters as a large number of people 
rely on the current destinations to 
get to work. That is why I feel it is im¬ 
portant that people respond to the 
consultation so the Department for 
Transport is left in no doubt about 
the strong objections to this idea in 
Dartford and beyond.” 

Transport secretary Chris Grayling 
defended the consultation, insisting 
no decisions had been made and that 
“if the answer is ‘we don’t want you to 
do that’, we will listen”. 

The Department for Transport was 
also forced to admit some housing fig¬ 
ures in the document were “too low” 
in a letter to Labour MP for Erith and 
Thamesmead, Teresa Pearce.

TV channel comes up with a cunning 
plan to promote its new documentaries

B lackadder is hailed by 

many as the greatest come¬ 
dy series ever written - and 
for one pilot from Kent it has 
had a profound influence. 
Because Robert Blackadder, 22, has 
grown up with his surname being 
synonymous with the classic charac¬ 
ter made famous by Rowan Atkinson. 

And this week he came face to face 
with the real-life Baldrick, Darling 
and even Mrs Miggins to launch a 
new series of TV programmes cele¬ 
brating the sitcom and the periods in 
history in which each series were set. 

The Yesterday channel is running 
the Blackadder’s History season start¬ 
ing from Monday April 10 from 7pm, 
and available to catch up on UKTV 
Play, featuring all episodes of the clas¬ 
sic series next to documentaries 
about each era. 

And in a fascinating parallel to 
their namesakes from the show, four 
members of the public - Robert Black¬ 
adder, Luke Baldrick, Kevin Darling 


and Hayley Miggins - gathered at the 
Tower of London, a reoccurring loca¬ 
tion throughout the four series, to re¬ 
veal their personal connections. 

Robert Blackadder, from Romney 
Marsh, is a qualified pilot who was in¬ 
spired by his great great uncle William 
Francis Blackadder, one of The Few - 
the name given by Winston Churchill 
to the brave Allied airmen of the Royal 
Air Force who fought the Battle of Brit¬ 
ain in the Second World War. 

He said: “I have been brought up 
with the Blackadder series, and cer¬ 
tain phrases are part of the family 
vernacular - especially when it comes 
to having ‘cunning plans’ and ‘sensi¬ 
ble policies for a happier Britain’. 

“The whole family are huge fans 
and I can recite huge chunks of the 
Blackadder scripts. Blackadder is an 
old Berwick name and the ancestry 
can be traced back for centuries, most 
firstborn are called Robert, David or 
John rather than Edmund. 

“It’s strange being called Blackadder 
- most people have heard of the show 
and call you Slackie, Blackie, Slack- 
bladder or whatever. We are very 
lucky to have a surname associated 


with one of the most well-loved come¬ 
dy series ever made, people tend not to 
forget your name - it can be burden 
though as sometimes people don’t be¬ 
lieve you or think you’re joking. 

“My great great uncle William 
Francis Blackadder joined the auxil¬ 
iary air force in 1936, becoming part 
of 607 Squadron and saw action in 
northern France at the start of the 
Second World War, before flying 
fighters during the Battle of Britain. 
He survived the war and lived until 
1997 - and his story has been abso¬ 
lutely inspirational in firing my pas¬ 
sion for aviation in general and vin¬ 
tage Second World War aircraft in 


particular. 

“I regard it as an absolute privilege to 
able to fly in the same skies over Kent 
where he served and to be able to follow 
in his footsteps. It is my ambition to one 
day fly a Spitfire over the Capel-Le- 
Ferne memorial in his honour.” 

The series, which starred Rowan At¬ 
kinson in the title role and Sir Tony 
Robinson as his faithful servant Bald¬ 
rick, first appeared on BBC1 in 1983 - 
and ran to four series and three specials 
before the final episode aired in 1989. 

The fourth was set in World War 
One - and student Luke Baldrick, 22, 
revealed that his great grandfather 
David Baldrick also served in the 



Great War, returning home after suf¬ 
fering a shrapnel injury to his leg. 

Mr Baldrick, a third year business 
studies student at Liverpool John 
Moores University, originally from Lon¬ 
donderry, Northern Ireland, said: 
“David Baldrick was a farmer near Der¬ 
ry from back home in Ireland, who 
went to fight for his country. There’s 
certainly not been too many of us Bald- 
ricks ever since, although I’ve a met a 
couple in America via Facebook.” 

The final Blackadder Goes Forth se¬ 
ries also featured Captain Kevin Dar¬ 
ling played by Tim Mclnnerny - and 
Kevin Darling, 59, a construction 
consultant specialising in land and

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construction disputes, from Upmin- 
ster, Essex, describes himself as ‘a pen 
pusher, just like the other Darling’. 

He said: “I love the series despite 
having people regularly say to me, 
‘not now, Darling’ for the past 28 
years. And having traced my family 
back several generations, I’ve discov¬ 
ered that my grandfather Albert Dar¬ 
ling, who was born in 1891, also 
served in the First World War. 

“Our family history goes back 13 
generations, to 1565 - and I’ve dis¬ 
covered that we had Darlings in the 
military well before my namesake in 
Blackadder Goes Forth.” 

Each Blackadder series was set in a 


different period of British history, be¬ 
ginning in 1485 and ending in 1917, 
and comprised six half-hour episodes. 
The first series was called The Black 
Adder and was set in the fictional 
reign of Richard IV. 

The second series, Blackadder II, 
was set during the reign of Elizabeth I. 
Blackadder the Third was set during 
the late 18th and early 19th centuries 
in the reign of George III, and Blackad¬ 
der Goes Forth was set in 1917 in the 
trenches of the Great War. 

One of the most popular characters 
was Mrs Miggins, played by Helen 
Atkinson-Wood and famous for her 
pies and other wares at her coffee 


shop - and Hayley Miggins, 32, from 
Preston, Lancashire, describes her¬ 
self as a lover of pies thanks to her tra¬ 
ditional home town cooking. 

She said: “Lancashire is the home of 
the meat and potato pie, and pies don’t 
come any better than that. And I’ve al¬ 
ways been a great foodie, not least be¬ 
cause my mum is from Italian descent. 

“Although unlike Mrs Miggins, 
sadly I’ve never owned a pie shop, in 
fact I’m more closely linked to the fi¬ 
nal series set in the First World War, 
as I work in the defence industry. 

“And to this day the name Mrs Mig¬ 
gins is always likely to be mentioned 
whenever I give my name - although

as a family we’ve always loved being 
recognised in the same breath as 
such a comedy classic as Blackadder.” 

Sir Tony Robinson, who played 
Baldrick in every episode of Blackad¬ 
der, said: “I am so proud of being part 
of the Blackadder team. I think it’s one 
of the highlights of my working life. 

“The fact that people come up to me 
almost every day and say that either 
they learned about history because 
they were inspired by Blackadder or 
their kids learned about history for 


the same reason makes me bristle 
with pride.” 

Adrian Wills, general manager for 
Yesterday, added: “Blackadder is one 
of the greatest British TV creations of 
all time, and we are excited to cele¬ 
brate Blackadder’s legacy through a 
uniquely historical viewpoint which 
we hope will fascinate our viewers.”

Contamination victims’ anger at 
government payment changes 

Chris Britcher on the latest blow to those seeking justice and compensation for bad blood infections 


VICTIMS of the blood contamination 
scandal say proposed changes by the 
government to support payments “is 
nothing short of a cycnical ploy to rob 
Peter to pay Paul”. 

The government unveiled a major 
shake-up of how those infected with 
either hepatitis C or HIV last July would 
receive cash, pledging an extra £125 
million for beneficiaries. 

But a consultation into changes to 
those payments ends soon after it tran¬ 
spired it was on track to see the Depart¬ 
ment of Health overspend the budget 
by between £76m to £123m. 

During the 1970s and 80s, thou¬ 
sands of people - primarily haemophili¬ 
acs who need treatment to help their 
blood clot - were administered by the 
NHS with infected blood products. 

With companies sourcing blood 
from prisons, drug addicts and others, 
particularly in the US, many patients 
became infected and many have since 
died. 

Prime minister David Cameron apol¬ 
ogised to the victims in March 2015 
but calls for a Hillsborough-style public 
inquiry into the circumstances around 
the scandal in England have fallen on 
deaf ears. Survivors, who have seen 
their lives so damaged, are demanding 
justice - and answers to just what offi¬ 
cials at the time knew of the risks. 

But after their calls for compensa¬ 
tion lump sums to be paid were reject¬ 
ed, they are now fuming at the risk of 
losing money they thought they have 
been promised. In particular, those 
who are co-infected with HIV and hep¬ 
atitis C are set to be hit in the pocket. 

Announced last July, the payments 


would see those with chronic hepatitis 
C infection - known as stage one infec¬ 
tion - receive payments, with those 
with an advanced condition - stage two 
and HIV - receiving an increase. 

However, an increase in the number 
expected to claim for that has meant a 
consultation into changes for other 
payments to prevent it running over 
budget. 

Lee Stay, from Ramsgate, was given 
infected blood as a teenager. He discov¬ 
ered he had contracted HIV when he 
was 16 in 1986 - when diagnosis was a 
death sentence - and told he could ex¬ 
pect to live another 10 years. He also 
was infected with hepatitis C which 
damages the liver. He revealed his con¬ 
dition, exclusively, to KoS last year. 

Now 47, he explained: “Whilst I wel¬ 
come the fact that the government rec¬ 
ognises that many of those currently 
infected with hepatitis C at stage one 
will require the additional financial 
help that stage two provides due to on¬ 
going deterioration of their health, I 
am appalled that rather than increase 
the overall funding of the scheme, this 
change is to be paid for by removing 
the future fixed increase previously 
proposed for all existing scheme recipi¬ 
ents in 2018/19 and replacing it with 
increases in line with the consumer 
price indext (CPI) - a much smaller 
amount. 

“On top of this, there is much uncer¬ 
tainty regarding discretionary pay¬ 
ments, which many recipients are de¬ 
pendant on to sustain any kind of 
normal life they would have lived if 
they had not been infected. 

“It seems the amout of money avail¬ 


able for this discretionary support will 
be more than halved to fund the 
change to the scheme. 

“As one of only around 250 co-in¬ 
fected with HIV and hepatitis C still 
alive, relying on discretionary support, 
this will affect me the most. How can 
those most affected by this disaster, 
suffering decades of ill-health due to 
multiple illnesses - in my case pneumo¬ 
nia, liver failure, lymphoma - caused 
by several viruses being present in con¬ 
taminated blood through no fault of 
my own, finish up losing out more than 
anyone else? 

“It is not fair the government are de¬ 
termined to fund the scheme out of the 
NHS budget, deliberately provoking 
opinion by saying that any increase in 
budget would take money away from 
patient care. Surely the funding should 
come directly from the Treasury? This 
disaster was caused by government de¬ 
cisions made decades ago - why should 
today’s NHS budget be affected to right 
a wrong back in the 1970s and 80s? 

“It is exactly two years since David 
Cameron apologised for this disaster, 
yet most of the worse affected are bare¬ 
ly better off today - in fact many expect 
to be worse off despite government 
promises to the contray due to the pro¬ 
posed changes in the discretionary 
payments. 

“They should hold their hands up, 
admit that this disaster could have 
largely been avoided at the time and 
now compensate all those affected 
properly.” 

Steve Dymond, 60, from Broadstairs 
was infected with hepatitis C. He add¬ 
ed: “In January 2016, the Department 


of Health launched a consultation on 
improving how support was provided 
to victims of contaminated blood. It 
closed in April and the final policy deci¬ 
sions were announced last July - and 
extremely unsatisfactory they were. 

“Earlier in March this year, the jun¬ 
ior health minister Nicola Blackwood 
issued a statement launching a new 
consultation. Somewhat ironically the 
consultation process closes on World 
Haemophilia Day, April 17. 

“Facing legal action for discriminat¬ 
ing against certain victims who con¬ 
tracted hepatitis C from contaminated 
blood products, the Department of 
Health have decided to spread the inad¬ 
equate contents of this meagre pot 
even more thinly. 

“It is in effect nothing short of a cyni¬ 
cal ploy to rob Peter to pay Paul. 

“All of this contradicts the pledge 
made by David Cameron when PM that 
no one should be worse off under any 
reformed system. It is yet still further 
away from any full and proper settle¬ 
ment which would enable victims and 
their families to live their remaining 
years with some modicum of security 
and dignity.” 

In a letter to health secretary Jeremy 
Hunt, campaign group Tainted Blood 
added: “The brevity of the consultation 
in no way reflects the gravamen of the 
situation the victims are in through no 
fault of their own. We believe it is 
wrong, and more than likely, unlaw¬ 
ful, to deprive vulnerable beneficiaries 
of what is a significant annual increase 
to their regular payments, which you 
unequivocally promised, both verbally 
and in writing, and was also made 


plain directly to our group as part of 
the hard-and-fast policy of July 2016. 

“We believe it would be unconscion¬ 
able for you to go through with your 
proposed move. 

“It is clear that from a legal perspec¬ 
tive you believe you are acting correct¬ 
ly, but it cannot be morally right to un¬ 
dertake an action which further 
damages people simply in order to 
avoid being challenged in court. 

“In fact, our most recent advice sug¬ 
gests that your proposed action - if it 
becomes policy - could well result in 
further legal challenges as it would be 
inherently unfair.” 

In a statement, the Department of 
Health said: “This was an unprece¬ 
dented tragedy, and we are continuing 
to work closely with those affected to 
make sure the right support is in place 
for them. 

“We have more than doubled our an¬ 
nual spend on payments to people af¬ 
fected since 2015, committing an ad¬ 
ditional £12 5m, as well as providing 
an annual payment to all infected indi¬ 
viduals. This is significantly more than 
any previous government has provided 
for those affected by this tragedy. 

“We will continue to listen and are 
currently consulting on new measures 
to extend the group of individuals who 
benefit from higher annual payments.” 

It reiterated claims no-one who cur¬ 
rently receives an annual payment will 
be worse off than they are now and said 
many beneficiaries, namely those with 
chronic hepatitis C infection, may ben¬ 
efit from an increase in annual pay¬ 
ment. The consultation can be found 
on the department’s website.

Is Fairtrade still b uilding lives 
and e ngaging our communities? 


So popular 10 year ago, Chris Murphy asks whether the appetite still exists for sustainability scheme 


T ightening of council 
budgets, the decline of our 
high streets and uncer¬ 
tainty over Brexit has seen 
the once flavour of the 
month Fairtrade movement fall in 
public perception - and led some sen¬ 
ior academics in the county to ques¬ 
tion its effectiveness. 

Designed to promote sustainable 
communities and tackle poverty in 
the developing world, Fairtrade works 
through selling products - most nota¬ 
bly the likes of coffee, bananas, tea 
and chocolate - where the producers 
have been paid a living wage. 

In addition, it was 10 years ago 
Sevenoaks became a Fairtrade town 
- the first in Kent - and it sparked a 
flurry of others to follow suit. 

Needing support from the local 
council, the status encourages busi¬ 
nesses to stock Fairtrade-badged 
products and engage the community 
in the key issues. 

Jo James is the chief executive of the 
Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce. 

She explained: “It is quite patchy 
across the county, but Canterbury is 
probably a good example of where it is 
really working. 

“A few years ago there was a lot 
more awareness around Fairtrade 
products, but it seems to have taken a 
back seat recently. 

“Mind you, thinking of our politi¬ 
cal scene over the past few years, it 
seems we have had a lot to contend 
with on the home front.” 

But, she added: “Buying Fairtrade 
products brings with it a genuine ‘feel 
good’ factor knowing your money is 


also going to improve many people’s 
lives. 

“The work these farmers do does 
not clash with British farmers, so eve¬ 
ryone wins. 

“The Fairtrade concept deserves sup¬ 
port and the more people know about 
and understand what is behind it, the 
better quality of living will be bestowed 
on those who work hard to bring us 
things like tea, coffee and cocoa.” 

But there are growing mutterings 
the Fairtrade organisation doesn’t do 
enough. 

Dr Jim Butcher, from the school of 
human and life sciences at Canter¬ 
bury Christ Church University, ex¬ 
plained: “The Fairtrade town initia¬ 
tive is all about enabling people to 
buy products that help consumers to 
tackle poverty in the developing 
world. 

“Yet the Fairtrade emphasis on or¬ 
ganics and small scale farming argu¬ 
ably restricts economic development 
and goes against this claim. In par¬ 
ticular the Fairtrade bias against 
GMOs [genetically modified organ¬ 
isms/crops] may make shoppers feel 
good but is backward looking. To 
tackle poverty and feed a growing 
population requires the application of 
the latest science and farming tech¬ 
niques.” 

There is, however, no denying that 
the Fairtrade movement has made a 
genuine difference to many. 

Adam Gardner is communities 
campaigns manager at the Fairtrade 
Foundation. He explained: “Over 620 
towns, villages, cities, islands, bor¬ 
oughs and counties across the UK 
have achieved Fairtrade status since 


Garstang in Lancashire was declared 
as the first Fairtrade town in the 
world in 2001. 

“There are now nearly 1,900 Fair¬ 
trade towns across six continents - so 
Fairtrade supporters in Canterbury, 
Dover or Tunbridge Wells are part of 
a unique global people’s movement 
for change. 

“Since Sevenoaks became the first 
Fairtrade town in Kent, followed by 
10 more towns and districts, aware¬ 
ness of the Fairtrade mark has grown 
from 57 per cent to over 90 per cent 
nationally, whilst sales of Fairtrade 
products have grown by over 300 per 
cent in that time. 

“Fairtrade now reaches over 1.6 
million farmers and workers globally, 
and last year, UK sales of Fairtrade 
products delivered an estimated £25 
million of Fairtrade premiums back 
to producer organisations to invest in 
their business and communities. 

“Every Fairtrade town in Kent 
should be proud of their part in this 
success story but we mustn’t be com¬ 
placent. In 2017, Fairtrade is needed 
as much as ever, so the committed, 
and creative support of Fairtrade 
campaigners in our communities is 
also needed as much as ever. 

“The reality is that nationally, Fair¬ 
trade remains the exception, not the 
rule in too many shops, cafes, and 
canteens. Whilst Fairtrade bananas 
account for around a third of the UK 
banana market, in tea Fairtrade’s 
share is only around five per cent. Un¬ 
der 20 per cent of roast and ground 
coffee sold in UK supermarkets is 
Fairtrade, and less than two percent 
of flowers are Fairtrade. 


“Less than one in 10 chocolate bars 
contain Fairtrade ingredients - all 
the more shocking when you consid¬ 
er that the average cocoa farmer in 
the Ivory Coast, one of the world’s pri¬ 
mary cocoa exporters, earns less 
than 40p per day.” 

Key to its success has been not lock¬ 
ing horns with any local producers. 

As the foundation spokesman ex¬ 
plains: “Most Third World commodi¬ 
ties simply don’t grow in temperate 
climates. 

“Many Fairtrade campaigns, in¬ 
cluding Canterbury’s Fairtrade dis¬ 
trict, encourage support for both Fair¬ 
trade and local produce. The two go 
hand in hand, as the problems facing 
small-scale farmers in the Third World 
and in this country have much in 
common. Perhaps the main exception 
is that when commodity prices fall, 
Third World farmers rarely have any 
state-funded health system or social 
security system to fall back on.” 

Canterbury was an early adopter 
and, perhaps particularly as it is a 
university city, the Fairtrade messag¬ 
es continues to ring loud. 

The council-baked project promotes 
those commercial ventures selling 
Fairtrade products - among them the 
likes of the Marlowe Theatre and Can¬ 
terbury Christ Church University. 

Thanet went one step further and 
was declared a Fairtrade island. 

Originally set up by the council, it is 
now completely under the ownership 
of the Thanet Fairtrade Initiative. 

Charlotte Tagart is the chair of the 
initiative, and she told KoS: “It is hard 
to tell if there has been an upturn in 
business. Cafes come and go and there’s 


a lot of ‘ethically’ produced products 
out there now that cafes often refer to 
when asked about Fairtrade. 

“It probably is what it says it is but 
just doesn’t have the transparency and 
rigor of Fairtrade. The Fairtrade mark is 
definitely very well known now. 

“People do still care about it, proba¬ 
bly more than ever. Reaching new au¬ 
diences is our biggest challenge, rath¬ 
er than preaching to the converted.” 

It took Tunbridge Wells three years 
to win its Fairtrade status. 

Mandy Flashman-Wells, a spokesman 
for the group said: “When we shop we 
can easily get stuck buying the things we 
are used to and don’t think about the im¬ 
pact that can have on other people.” 

Malawi sugar grower Charles 
Chavi visited Tunbridge Wells recent¬ 
ly and revealed the sugar producers 
there live on £1.80 a day, but the Fair¬ 
trade premium has transformed their 
lives and now have water pumps so 
that they don’t have to go to the croc¬ 
odile infested river for their water. 

Children no longer have to walk 
five miles to school as a new one has 
been built and now has 900 students. 
The growers have been able to invest 
- buying new tractors for all the farm¬ 
ers to share and bicycle ambulances 
to take people to hospital. Plus many 
more now have electricity. 

Ms Flashman-Wells said: “Fair¬ 
trade is about real people, real lives. 
When we buy products with the Fair¬ 
trade mark we know we are helping 
other people to live a better life. A life 
with dignity and respect, where the 
farmers and workers can make their 
own choices to improve their com¬ 
munity and businesses.”

Book on maritime history provides us 
with stunning pictures of times gone by

N EVER-before-seen aerial 
photos of Kent are to be 
published in a book on 
maritime history later 
this month. 

England’s Maritime Heritage from 
the Air is a photographic record of 
how the country’s relationship with 
the sea has shaped the landscape over 
the past hundred years. 

With more than 150 powerful 
black and white images, many of 
them taken looking down on Kent, 
the book presents an unparalleled 
picture of how the country has 
changed from 1919 to 2006. 

Among the county landmarks to 
feature in the book are Chatham, Do¬ 
ver, Folkestone, Hythe, Northfleet, 
Ramsgate, Sheerness and Whitstable. 

The images come from the English 
Heritage Aerofilms archives and are 
some of the first aerial photos of Eng¬ 
land in existence - many taken by 
photographers strapped to the wings 
of planes. 


Author Peter Waller told us how he 
had seen the county evolve over the 
past century. 

“It’s an interesting exercise, I 
wanted locations that told a narra¬ 
tive,” he said. 

“The basic geographical structure 
doesn’t change too much, but you 
work by identifying specific locations, 
such as a church, then relate that to 
modern imagery and work out which 
structures are still there and which 
have disappeared. 

“Take Northfleet, for instance, 
which was ideal for the cement busi¬ 
ness, and in terms of shipping in coal 
and raw materials and then shipping 
out the finished product. 

“Obviously railways became in de¬ 
mand for transporting goods but 
shipping using the river was much 
more cost-effective, in bringing coal 
down the east coast from Newcastle 
to the Thames Estuary, for example. 

“Industries come and go and what 
the photos demonstrate is how they 
have changed over time. 

“In an early image you might 
record a power station under con¬ 
struction and then in the 50s or 60s it 


might have been completely redevel¬ 
oped because there’s constant pres¬ 
sure on land use and demand chang¬ 
es over decades. 

“It’s sad in some respects that those 
historic structures have disappeared, 
and there is a threat to many others 
that still exist. 

“But it’s important to recognise 
there is such a commercial pressure 
to invest in the future, and you can’t 
be restricted by the existing environ¬ 
ment.” 

Mr Waller, a specialist in industrial 
archaeology, has worked in the pub¬ 
lishing industry for more than 30 
years, and was given unrivalled ac¬ 


cess to the photos during his time 
with Aerofilms. 

The change witnessed in Ramsgate 
is one of the most powerful recog¬ 
nised in the book, the Shropshire- 
based author said. 

“I used one of the earliest photos of 
the port, and another from 2003, to 
demonstrate how the decades have 
seen fishing fleet largely disappear to 
be replaced by a marina for leisure 
sailing. 

“It’s a great example of how that 
port has evolved over an 80-year pe¬ 
riod, and how society has changed 
from working ports and fishing, im¬ 
porting goods and materials to a 



more leisure-based economy.” 

Later this year, a series of events 
will take place to commemorate the 
350th anniversary of the Battle of 
Medway, when the river was engulfed 
in flames after the Dutch fleet sailed 
up and caught the English unpre¬ 
pared. 

Mr Waller believes as well as boast¬ 
ing a rich history of being the coun¬ 
try’s first line of defence, the county 
also has a pivotal role to play in the 
changing use of the sea in the future. 

“Kent has always been on the front 
line, whether that’s from the Dutch or 
French, or the Germans in the 20th 
century,” he said.

“It still plays a fundamental role in 
that freight has to go to and from the 
content via Kent.

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HISTORIC PROBLEM OF TACKLING THE PESTS 


Moths munching nation’s fabric 


Some of the county’s finest historic homes are facing a new threat - the off-spring of moths which are 
gnawing holes in carpets, clothing and even stuffed animals. But now English Heritage is fighting back

H istoric houses across 
the county are being 
eaten alive after a wor¬ 
rying boom in the 
number of moths and 

caterpillars. 

And as visitors prepare to flock to 
the sites over Easter - among them 
the likes of Walmer Castle and 
Charles Darwin’s Down House in 
Orpington - English Heritage says it is 
now calling on visitors to help it get a 
handle on the pests munching their 
way through historic fabrics. 

The conservation organisation is 
leading the fight back after discover¬ 
ing some priceless fabrics have been 
damaged by the caterpillars before 
they turn into moths. 

As adults they don’t feed - they sim¬ 
ply breed and then die leaving some 
200 eggs behind. It is these which 
then hatch into ravenous tiny cater¬ 
pillars that are causing such expen¬ 
sive damage. 

A spokesman for English Heritage 
explained: “A new carpet went down 
in Walmer Castle in 2015 and al¬ 
ready we are seeing damage caused 
by the moths’ larvae. 

“Down House has historic damage 
to a taxidermy object, a stork. 

“The damage occurred prior to the 
object being returned to us and is 
currently in store but it illustrates 
how vital it is that we take care of our 
collections as these objects are irre¬ 
placeable.” 

Research it has conducted by its 
team of expert conservators has seen 
the number of clothes moths double 
over the past five years, with a new 
species, monopis sp (also known as 
the pale backed clothes moth), begin¬ 
ning to appear for the first time. 

To combat this threat, English Her¬ 
itage has launched Operation Clothes 
Moth and is appealing for the public 
to help measure the extent of these 
household pests. 

From this week, anyone visiting an 
English Heritage site will be able to 
collect a free ‘clothes moth trap’ to 
place in their home, which the chari¬ 
ty hope will help to map the spread of 
insect pests across the country. 

Amber Xavier-Rowe, head of col¬ 
lections conservation for English 
Heritage, said: “We regularly moni¬ 
tor insect pest activity to ensure our 
collections get the best possible care, 
but any sudden change in species be¬ 
haviour or increase in numbers is a 
concern. 

“Many people around the country 
will no doubt know the exasperation 
of finding clothes moth damage in a 
much-loved jumper or coat, so we 
want people to come to our sites, col¬ 
lect a free clothes moth trap, and get 
involved. While we suspect factors in¬ 
cluding warmer weather and the in¬ 
creased use of heating inside homes is 
partly to blame, we hope this cam¬ 
paign helps us to better learn how to 
combat the rise of the clothes moth.” 

Clothes moths, particularly the 
common or webbing clothes moth (ti- 


THE common or webbing clothes 
moth is known by its scientific name 
tineola bisselliella. They are a 
common threat to all sorts of interior 
materials, but they love wool. 

Their lifespan is relatively short, 
but they are keen breeders and can 
produce plenty of larvae. 

English Heritage said the moths 
are not only attracted to houses and 
clothes, but also domestic animals 
and stored produce. 

It said there have been refer¬ 
ences to clothes moths throughout 
history. 

The charity said it was the 


conquering Romans that were 
probably responsible for the spread 
of pests throughout Europe as they 
expanded their empire, and there 
is evidence of infestations in wool 
by clothes moths in Roman 
archaeological material. 

Even the household of Queen 
Elizabeth I struggled with insect 
pests, likely to have been the 
clothes moth, with records reveal¬ 
ing that in 1590, eight men were 
employed for a full day to beat the 
furs at Windsor Castle. 

And in 1598, six men spent four 
full days beating and airing the 


robes at Whitehall Palace and the 
Tower of London. 

The tineola bisselliella is one of 
the most aggressive of the many 
moth species. 

They are small at up to 8mm 
long, and they scuttle around, only 
flying when it is warm. They shun 
light, hiding in dark areas where 
they lay batches of eggs on wool, 
fur, feathers and skins. 

The larvae that hatch from the 
eggs spin silk webbing into a tunnel 
or sheet across the attacked 
material. They feed on the fibres of 
the material, which results in holes 


in clothes and fabric, or in loss of 
pile in patches on carpets. Damage 
is accompanied by copious 
webbing tubes or sheets, which 
frequently include large amounts of 
frass, or insect excreta. 

Damage to material may be more 
concentrated in dark crevices or 
creases; for example behind lapels, 
in pockets or where carpets or 
textiles are folded.

neola bissellella) are a common 
threat to interiors, as they live in¬ 
doors and their larvae feed on wool¬ 
len carpets, clothing, upholstery, fur 
and even taxidermy, resulting in the 
appearance of holes or patches. 

English Heritage has been actively 
monitoring the spread of clothes 
moths since 1995, and now monitors 
at over 40 sites across the country, 
with the aim of preventing damage to 
the over 500,000 historic artefacts in 
their care across England. 

The traps, which are impregnated 
with the female sex pheromone of the 
clothes moth, are available now and 
the charity hopes that feedback from 
the campaign will help to map the 


spread of clothes moths across the 
country, and inform future preven¬ 
tion measures.

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Ella's Kitchen taste testing can get 'pretty mess 

Founder, Paul Lindley, says the firm trials new dishes on toddlers because they can only be honest... 


F you want an honest answer, 
ask a toddler. 

They’ll make their feelings 
known, loud and clear - which 
means product tasting sessions 
at baby food brand Ella’s Kitchen can 
get pretty messy. 

“If they love it, you can really tell. 
And if they don’t like it, they’ll throw 
it on the floor or the walls,” says Paul 
Lindley, who founded the organic 
firm in 2006 as an alternative to the 
“invariably orange” jars of baby food 
available when his own daughter, 
Ella, was small. 

With its handy pouches and col¬ 
ourful, quirky packaging (the cur¬ 
rent line-up includes a Groovy Greens 
Veggie Risotto), the small start-up 
proved a hit with parents and little 


ones, and is now the biggest baby food 
business in the UK and sold in 40 
countries around the world. 

Now, the fourth Ella’s Kitchen book 
- The Easy Family Cookbook - has hit 
the shelves. A collection of recipes 
from a company best known for pre¬ 
prepared food might sound like a con¬ 
tradiction, but Lindley insists it’s all 
about striking a balance. 

“We never say you should have El¬ 
la’s Kitchen and nothing else. In fact 
we know most of our customers do a 
mix. They have home-made food and 
on occasion, whether things are run¬ 
ning late or they’re running low in 
the cupboard, or they’re out and 
about or on holiday or whatever, then 
there’s an alternative they can trust.” 

The book includes all sorts of col-

ourful recipes, from dunkable cheesy 
broccoli fritters and sunset jerk chick¬ 
en, to seaside fish with creamy corn 
dip and sticky sesame bananas. But 
there’s just as much emphasis on eat¬ 
ing together and making mealtime 
fun as there is on flavour and nour¬ 
ishment, with ‘Can I help?’ tips on 
how young children can get stuck 
into the cooking, and games to play 
around the kitchen table. 

“If you involve children in food, 
however old they are, they’re more 
likely to eat it. Even if it’s, ‘Let’s make 
a shopping list together’, or, ‘Let’s find 
it in the shop together’. Even just stir¬ 
ring, or helping to put something into 
the oven, they’re involved in the proc¬ 
ess,” says Lindley. 

“Eating together is an increasingly 


difficult thing, in a world where 
you’ve often got two parents working 
and we’re all struggling for time. It is 
important that you find the time, not 
only for your own memories and fam¬ 
ily time, but actually for your child’s 
development and social skills, to eat 
together.” 

Ella and her younger brother Pad¬ 
dy - who has a range of bath products, 
Paddy’s Bathroom, named after him 
- are in their teens now, but Lindley is 
keen to stay in touch with his inner 
child at work, where there are games 
and dressing up days (“being child¬ 
like is one of our core values”).

EDWARD Baker’s excellent letter last 
week clearly demonstrates that 
human agency is not responsible for 
any global warming which might 
being taking place. 

This can be further proved by a 
closer look at the facts about the 
composition of the atmosphere. 

Water vapour constitutes Earth’s 
most significant greenhouse gas, 
accounting for about 95 per cent of 
Earth’s greenhouse effect, and it is 
99.999 per cent of natural origin. 

Other greenhouse gases, carbon 
dioxide, methane, and nitrous oxide 
are also mostly of natural origin and 
have a negligible effect compared to 
the water vapour. 

There is no evidence to support a 
direct causal relationship between 
carbon dioxide and global 
temperature through the millennia, 
and the fact we had both higher

Profs back our Ray’s 
argument on climate 


FIRSTLY I thank Ashford’s T Baker 
for her/his support re: man-made 
climate change [KoS, letters, last 
week]; but as for Edward Baker he 
now tries to use, basically, a version of 
the old ‘oh, it’s always been 
happening’ line beloved of skeptics. 

The orbital mechanics, ocean 
current, tine scales and continental 
drift he mentions are already used 
by climate scientists as 
comparisons; using ice-cores and 
chemical analysis of geological 
rocks, with modern results from the 
last 150 years of greenhouse gas 
emissions. Thus they can now say 
with certainty humans ‘are’ the 
cause of modern warming. 

Given the increasingly wilder 
weather occuring; the unusual heat 
in the Arctic and Australia, tornadoes 
in Louisiana, flooding across Europe, 
severe downpours in India and the 
fact the planet has been shown to 
have warmed rapidly by about 
0.1-0.2C per decade and average 
global surface temperatures in 2016 
at a record 1.1C above pre-industrial 


temperatures, and an ice age, at a 
time when carbon dioxide levels were 
ten times higher than they are today 
fundamentally contradicts the 
certainty that human-caused carbon 
dioxide emissions are the main cause 
of any possible global warming. 

Indeed, since 2000 there has been 
no increase, perhaps a slight decrease, 
in average global temperature, which 
negates the validity of the computer 
models sponsored by the global 
warming propagandists, as carbon 
dioxide emissions have continued to 
accelerate during this time. 

It is quite impossible for humanity 
to regulate the level of water vapour 


levels, Dr Phil Williamson at the 
University of East Anglia said in 
March that “Human-driven climate 
change is now an empirically 
verifiable fact; those who dispute that 
link are not skeptics but deniers”. 

Just last January Andrey 
Ganopolski from the Potsdam 
Institute for Climate Impact Research 
in Germany stated: “Our study shows 
relatively moderate additional 
anthropogenic C02-emissions from 
burning oil, coal and gas are already 
sufficient to postpone the next ice age 
for another 50,000 years. The bottom 
line is we are basically skipping a 
whole glacial cycle, which is 
unprecedented. It is mind-boggling 
that humankind is able to interfere 
with a mechanism that shaped the 
world as we know it.” 

So leaving Mr Granger to wail 
ineffectually as usual; i’ll just wish 
everyone a happy Easter and leave 
my alt-fan club to their on-going 
legerdermain.

It was also built here at the Japanese marque’s 
Sunderland plant, but overshadowed when that 
site started producing Qashqais in 2007, to create 
the crossover sector. 

The 2010 fourth generation Micra didn’t help ei¬ 
ther; more conventional and less funky than be¬ 
fore, it was built in the Far East to cut costs, and it 
showed, failing to please European and UK drivers. 

But Nissan reckons it can ‘Micra-manage’ recov¬ 
ery with the fifth-generation car (from £11,995) 
with customisable packaging to appeal to image¬ 
conscious buyers in the Mini/Fiat 500 niche. 

With input from Nissan’s impressive tech centre 
at Cranfield, Beds, the newcomer is longer, wider 
and lower, with a racy five-door wedge profile. 

Perhaps even more impressive, is a chassis spun 
from the old car and now arguably the class lead¬ 
er, with no apparent compromise between sharp¬ 
ness and comfort. 

Three engines are offered for now: a 70bhp

Does the newly facelifted compact executive car from Toyota’s luxury arm now 
have the weapons to take on the Germans? Steve Loader gets behind the wheel 



L IKE an outing with the 
kids, the phrase “are we 
there yet?” keeps coming 
to mind for the Lexus IS. 
Now on its third 

generation and newly facelifted, this 
rear-driven compact executive 
saloon from Toyota’s luxury arm has 
certainly had enough goes at 
catching its arch rivals, the BMW 3 
Series and Mercedes C-Class. 

And the German duo has so far 
eluded the Japanese wannabe’s best 
efforts, which also ignore manual 
gearbox, diesel and estate car options. 

But maybe the Lexus doesn’t need 
to change now to catch up; the world 
is changing and the petrol-only IS 
range - including the hybrid tested 
here - looks more environmentally 
appealing to company car user- 
choosers than diesel dominated 
German line-ups. 

The IS holds its value well in the 
used market too and now has a clear 
style of its own, enhanced by new full 
LED headlamps, large air intakes and 
a revised Lexus grille. 

These combine to make the car 
look more aggressive and sportier 
and chime well with the distinctive 
upswept sill line at the back. 

The test car also impressed with its 


metallic paint job, a £610 option in 
‘Sonic Titanium’ - gunmetal to you 
and me; I have never had so many 
comments about a review car’s 
exterior finish. 

And that gets to the heart of the 
Lexus’ appeal: it might not be the 


most dynamic car in class - the 
sharp suit flatters to deceive a little 
- but it oozes quality inside and out 
and looks exceptional value from 
£29,995 for the hybrid, with its 
178bhp 2.5-litre petrol engine and 
141bhp electric motor. 


A racier 242bhp 2.0-litre four- 
cylinder petrol turbo engine 
(0-62mph in seven seconds) is 
offered from £38,745 but the hybrid 
(8.4 seconds) is the focus for most 
buyers, offering limited all-electric 
power for short low-speed periods,

While this might sound dreary, 
‘good hybrids’ do bring a different 
driving mentality, so you find yourself 
looking even further ahead for 
situations to reclaim energy or save 
the car’s petrol engine intervening too 
heavily - tactical driving, if you like. 

On the other hand, you can just 
drive it; fuel consumption won’t be the 
66mpg quoted as the official combined 
figure but the IS is an economical low 
emission car (lOlg/km C02). 

True, the foot-dragging CVT 
(continuously variable transmission) 
is boring, but the car has decent 
handling and ride comfort. The 
hybrid’s underfloor batteries do 
compromise boot space slightly, but 
the IS is a truly premium option.

PLANS for a city-based T20 tourna¬ 
ment are “bound to spill over” and 
bring more cricket supporters to 
Kent, the club’s chief executive has 
said. 

The county has been one of the 
most vocal critics of the proposals put 
forward by the ECB to create an Eng¬ 
lish version of the successful Indian 
Premier League and Big Bash by 
2020 . 

The move is designed to drive up 
participation and interest among a 
younger audience and raise the pro¬ 
file of the sport generally. 

After receiving reassurances that 
the competition would not interfere 
with the existing T20 Blast and coun¬ 
ty championship formats, CEO Jamie 
Clifford told KoS it had now reached a 
stage where the county had to be sup¬ 
portive. 

“There comes a point where, if 
there’s an inevitability about what’s 
going to happen, we have to get be¬ 
hind it and make it as good as it pos¬ 
sibility can be,” he said. 

“We know there will be eight teams 
and those teams will play at various 
venues and we know county cricket 
will carry on, but we’ve got three 
more seasons before then. 

“All I know is it would be very unu¬ 
sual for Kent not to want to play a 
massive part in the future of the 
game, however that is shaped. 

“We represent the second highest 
population of recreational cricketers 
in the country behind Yorkshire, 
we’ve got 3.2 million people living in¬ 
side Kent and the four London bor¬ 


oughs allocated to us. 

“That’s a big population and we’ve 
got to make sure those people are ful¬ 
ly engaged in whatever the future 
holds, and we’ll work hard to make 
sure that’s the case. 

“If the game enjoys a resurgence in 
terms of profile and participation and 
people following, you would expect 


there to be a positive knock-on to 
county cricket, so is it the beginning 
of the end? Far from it. 

“If you watch a T20 game in the 
new competition and you like it, but 
you live in Folkestone, why would 
you not want to come to a Blast game 
at Canterbury? It’s bound to spill 
over.”
